It only takes a few flowers in a mixed 
bouquet to put it in the high quality class. Plant our strong divisions in deep 
benches or ground beds where there is good drainage; plenty of sand and 
peat. Keep the soil slightly alkaline with lime. Water thoroughly each time 
but allow the soil to dry out between waterings. Small quantities may be 
planted in deep lily boxes which may be brought outside in warm weather 
or in milder climates, the divisions may be planted outside after the danger 
of frost is over and the clumps brought in to the greenhouse before frost in 
the fall. Night temperatures should be about 50-55 degrees. You will find 
over a year period that your planting of gerberas will have paid you well 
per square foot.
